Legislature Begins Recess Without 
Solving Financial Problems

The Michigan Legislature began 
its regular spring recess Friday, 
April 9, after a grand effort to solve 
7. the state’s financial problems fell 
“ :short, 
After a 22-hour marathon session — 
beginning Thursday morning, the 
Senate decided to call it quits early 
the next day after waiting all night 
for the House to complete action on 
the focal point of a package by 
Governor William G. Milliken that 
would have increased the personal 
income tax rate by 1 per-cent for six 
months. 

Senate Majority Leader William 
Faust of Westland said the members 
of the Senate were in no condition to 
begin negotiations and debate on 
the bill; the body packed its collec- 
tive bag and returned to their dis- 
tricts or scheduled vacations. 

Faust said the Senate would be 
nowhere close to having the 
necessary 20 votes to approve the 
bill which would raise an additional 
$295 million for the fiscal year end- 
ing September 30. 

He said there were only 14 or so 
votes for the bill in the Senate and 
the members were not in a 
negotiating mood after waiting the 
entire night in session pending ac- 
tion by the House. . 

Only after intense negotiations 
and much personal convincing by 
the governor did the House put up 
the necessary 54 votes to approve 
the tax hike. 

The drama then switched to the 
Senate where it fizzled. 

Meanwhile, because the complete 
package of other tax increases and 
budget cuts did not become final- 
ized, the state’s budget problems 
will continue to mount. 

These taxes included an approved 
increase in the state cigarette tax, 
effective May 1, which would raise 
the per pack tax from 11 to 21 cents. | 
_This would raise an additional $95 


- million each year to assist the state 
in its cash flow problems for the 
timely payment of bills. 

A tax on amusements, such as 
video games, theaters and sporting 
events, was also left pending as the 
Legislature began its recess. 

This would raise an additional $40 
million per year. 

The overall package is designed to 
erase a $567 million current-year 
deficit, offset projected red ink in 
1982-83 or about $200 million and 
shore up the cash account. 

The approved executive order cut- 
ting the budget would cut $308 
million from the current year spend- 
ing levels and some $180 million 
from the 1982-83 recommendations. 

Because of the failure to complete 
the package, the executive office 
called off a planned trip to New York 
to attempt to gain a favorable credit 
rating on $94 million in building 
bonds which the state needs to sell 
before June to replenish the starved 
cash supply. 

The executive order cutting the 
current and next year’s budget in- 
cludes $80 million from fourth-quar- 
ter payments to four-year colleges 
and universities, $125.9 million from 
various state departments including 
$20 million from employees wages 
and salaries and previously account- 
ed across-the-board cuts of 4 per- 
cent, and $101.7 million due to a 
revised assumption on financing of 
the state retirement systems. 

Additional recommended cuts by 
the governor for his 1982-83 budget 
include $34.9 million from K-12, 
$30.2 million from community 
colleges and $58.1 million from 
revenue sharing. 

This is a problem that will not go 
away. The Legislature began its 
spring recess without action on the 
total package; it will be the first 
item on the agenda when they return 
next week.

Spring Activities 
With Children 


by Gail Edwards 
Ext. Home Ec. 

Spring is a_ time of 
renewal. Trees begin to bud, 
flowers bloom, birds fly nor- 
th again. We express our 
need for rejuvenation by 
spring cleaning, sorting out 
our winter clothes and plan- 
ning our outdoor activities. 


- Parents can take advan- 
tice of this theme as they 
plan activities with their 
children. 

One major activity can be 
to investigate what’s hap- 
pening outside. Go out in the 
yard with your child and 
carefully look around. Look 
to see which trees bud early 
and which flowers are 
beginning to poke their 
heads up. Check to see which 
birds are back. Look for in- 
sects and watch what they 
are doing. Watch the snow 
melt and talk about what 
must happen to water to 
make it change to snow, ice 
or a liquid. 


If questions arise as you 
explore the environment, 
make an adventure out of 
traveling to the library to 
look up the answers. 

Use the seed catalogs that 
have been arriving to plan a 
garden. Ask each family 
member to tell which 
flowers and _ vegetables 
he/she would like to plant 
and why. Give your child a 
small garden plot of his own. 
You may want to encourage 
a very young child to plant a 
fast growing.vegetable, such 
as radishes, so that the 
rewards come soon. 

Children can be appointed 
as keepers of a garden diary, 
Many such diaries are avail- 
able in book stores, or the 
children can make their 
own, recording what was 
planted and on what dates, 
how long germination took, 
special weather conditions 
and so on. The family will 
find these records very 
valuable over the years, par- 
ticularly in trying new 
varieties of flowers or vege- 
tables. 


Children ran alen ho in. 
volved in spring cleaning. 
Let them have a say in which 
clothes will be stored for the 
winter, which will be passed 
on to younger. siblings and 
which will be discarded. 
They may also develop a list 
of items that will be needed 
for next winter and give 
some thought to budgeting 
for these items. You may 
also wish to let them have a 
say in rearranging or 
redecorating their rooms 
during the spring cleaning.

Mecting was called to order at 7:30 p.m. by Supervisor 
Fowler. Motion by Bonkowski, supported by Wieland, the 
minutes of the Regular Meeting of 3-9-82 be approved as written. 
All ayes. Motion by Gardiner, supported by Wieland, the 
minutes of the Special Meeting of 3-12-82 be approved as writ- 
ten. All ayes. 

‘Treasurers report was given, Motion by Hallett, supported 
by Bonkowski, it be accepted. All ayes. 

1, Notice was received from the Military Affairs Committee, 
Chamber of Commerce, of the season’s Officer and NCO Recep- 
tions schedule. Mation by Bonkowski. supported by Gardiner, to 
authorize the Supervisor to represent the Township at these 
receptions and approve the season ticket fee of $30.00. Roll call: 
Bonkowski-aye, Gardiner-aye, Hallett-aye, Wieland-aye, Fowler- 
aye. Motion carried. 

2. A note of appreciation was received from Northeast Mich- 
igan Prime Forestiands identification Project Coordinator, 
Michael Mang, for Fowler's interest and involvement on the 
Local Resource Identification Committee. 

3. Announcement of a Township Budgeting workshop 
scheduled by Michigan Townships Association was received. 
Board felt there was no necessity to attend the workshop this 
year. 

4, A draft copy of the Northeast Michigan Solid Waste 
Management Plan was received and placed on file. 

5. The Crawford County Sheriff Department Activities 
report. for February was also received, briefly reviewed, and 
placed on file, 

6. Notice of hearings scheduled for Consumers Power Com- 
pany by the Public Service Commission was received relative to 
considering authorization to reflect charges or credits for 
changes in expense items in monthly billings. 

7. Supervisor Fowler inquired if there were any citizens who 
wished to speak. Richard Wieber asked if this could be deferred 
until other items on the agenda were brought up for discussion. 

8. The language of the petition referred to in item 10 of the 3- 
9-82 minutes was read. Fowler introduced Douglas Dosson, legal 
counsel, who gave a synopsis of the initial enabling acts under 
which general rule townships operate and his opinion of the Acts 
questioned by citizens last month. The Board has the authority 
to create & transfer funds to and from a Township Improvement 
Revolving Fund. If additional taxes were to be levied or money 
borrowed and bonds issued, a referendum would be necessary. In 
this matter, the proposed hall project would be financed by tran- 
sfers from the Township Improvement Revolving Fund, the 
General Fund and a sales contract (installment type payment 
plan) within the General Fund for a period of five to ten years, 
therefore no referendum is required. These details have not been 
addressed as the bids have not been studied. 

Ed Rutkowski inquired if Michigan Compiled Laws 41-242, 
Sec. 1, applied in this case. No - additional taxes would not be 
levied nor would bonds be issued. Fowler explained the ter- 
minology of the installment contract with a contractor that was 
being pursued. Mr. Dosson explained this was an instrument 
which Mr. Miles was working on for the Board. It is a simple and 
less costly way to provide financing. [t is the same type of 
document used when the compactor was installed, Questions 
were raised relative to the term - borrowing money - will there be 
interest, is the Board guaranteeing money will be paid back? In- 
terest on the sales contract would be 10%. The question of why 
are we all of a sudden in need of additional funds for this project 
was raised. Bonkowski explained there never was any intent Lo 
lead anyone to believe funds for the entire project were on hand. 
The amount available was questioned. The Township Improve- 
ment Revolving Fund projection is $122,300.00 by the end of 
this fiscal year. How much would be financed would be deter- 
mined after bids were reviewed. Low bids came in at 
$182,517.00. Reference to the $100,000.00 to be financed is a 
maximum the Board was considering. 

Richard Wieber stipulated it appeared the Board had givena 
lot of thought to the project, but several taxpayers didn't think 
it was necessary to have our own building. Fowler answered it 
was general policy for townshins to rent. the maatineg room whey, 
une question of possible revenues was raised. Amount of finan- 
cing was questioned again. Gardiner indicated the Board felt a 
reserve must be maintained. Mary Harland inquired how many 
registered voters are in the Township - 3006 active and over 600 
inactive, She also questioned the number of signatures on the 
petition - 33. 

Don Smock inquired about the number of building permits 
issued recently; 1979 - 198; 1980 - 180; 1981 - 168. 

Bonkowski stated her disappointment for a variety of 
reasons. A lot of research was put into this project to save 
money for taxpayers and felt the innuendos made were unfair. 

Richard Kammer stated he felt a lot of facts, figures, and in- 
formation was not made known. There was also concern about a 
shower in the proposal. Fowler explained this was being con- 
sidered in the plans, basically because of his and other employees 
involvement of the compactor. It is not uncommon to have to 
unlodge rubbish when it becomes jammed. This was merely a 
proposal that would save time during regular work days. 
Bonkowski asked there were still unanswered questions. 

Bonkowski moved to put the question of construction of a 
township hall on-a ballot at the next scheduled election (August 
Primary). Motion supported by Hallett. Wieland moved to 
amend the motion to put the question on the ballot at the 
General lection (November Election’, Moticn supported by 
tsonkowski. There appears to be no immediate problem to con- 
tinue present lease, Question was called on the amendment. Roll 
Call: Bonkowski-aye, Gardiner-aye, Hallett-aye, Wieland-aye, 
Fowler-aye. Motion carried. Legal counsel will be sought on ter- 
minology of the ballot proposal. Question was called on the 
motion as amended. Roll Call: Bonkowski-aye, Gardiner-aye, 
Hallett-aye, Wieland-aye, Fowler-aye. Motion carried. 

Correspondence received from Carol Conklin, as a represen- 
tative of the County Taxpayers Association, protesting the 
opening of the bids for a proposed hat! due to lack of the Boards 
following the proper procedures of the Michigan Statutes 
41.242, the filing of petitions, and protest at the last regular 
meeting was received. 

Fowler read correspondence received from Richard Wieber 
on behalf of Ed Rutkowski relative to the questions submitted in 
writing as requested at the last meeting. 

(1). Total cost of loan? Board felt a rnaximum to be financed 
would be $100,000.00 and interest was confirmed in writing by 
the Grayling State Bank at 10%. 

(2.) Cost of parking and grounds? This was alternate No. 1 of 
the bids - estimated at $19,600.00. 

{3.} Cost of furnishings and equipment? We currently have 
all the furnishings and equipment except for a meeting room. 
The office facility was designed around existing equipment. 

(4.) Cost of maintenance? Blair Township in Grand Traverse 
County has similar size building and fire hall and indicated their 
1981 budget for utilities, heat, and electricity was $13,000.00 
and their expenditures were $9,200.00 - this included building 
and grounds. They have budgeted $6,000.00 for utilities, heat, 
and electricity and $3,000.00 for grounds for 1982, 

(5, & 6.) Cost of Insurance - casualty and liability? Insurance 
would cost $320.00 per year additional - we presently carry full 
liability coverage. : 

(7.) Cost of utilities? Estimates included in maintenance 
costs already given, 

(8.) Cost of snowplowing? We currently plow the compactor 
area, Extra plowing would be for joint parking area if kept open 
year around, 

(9.) Will equipment be purchased for snowplowing or help 
hired? We currently hire snow removal, Any decision to pur- 
chase equipment would be based on cost studies and possible use 
of vehicle for other township business. We have many roads and 
trails that warrant a four wheel drive vehicle. If a decision was 
made to purchase a vehicle, plowing might be done by an em- 
ployee. , ; 

(10.} What part does revenue sharing play in the plans and 
what happens if it stops? Our Federal Revenue Sharing 
($14,200.00) is budgeted for the Fire Department. State Revenue 
Sharing ($102,000.00) is guaranteed by the State Constitution. 

(11.) How many new employees will result from this new 
building? Only for building maintenance. This could be extra 
hours for the employce operating the compactor who currently 
works 16 hours per weck. No new office employees are being con- 
sidered at the present time, in fact, the township has one less of- 
fice employee than in 1980-81, 

(£2.) How many persons will come on the payroll from zoning 
ordinance? No additional employees ag the result of the Zoning 
Ordinance. We have had a zoning ordinance since 1966. 

(13.) What is the comparison between owning the building 
and renting elsewhere? Rent for fiscal year 1981-82 was 
$6,300.00. Review of other possible buildings for rent indicate 


a 


this rent figure at: Bear Complex - $5.00 per sq, ft. as is - (in- 
cludes utilities), present city space - 1150 sq. ft. at $5.50 per sq. 
ft. Use of Council Chambers has to be scheduled for Board 
related meetings. 

Herluf Moshier asked if the old zoning ordinance had ad- 
ministration. Yes - the enabling act requires it. Don Welser 
inquired how much is the building going to cost to maintain. We 
estimate this at $6,000.00 for utilities, heat, and electricity as in- 
dicated above. Fowler stated this project could offer additional 
hours of compactor service which would be a benefit to residents. 
Mr. Welser inquired if the $300.00 cover renting out to others. 
This is for casualty on the building. If rentals were made 
available, costs would be reflected in the fee scheduled. 

The Board will not spend tax dollars to sell an idea or this 
project. A fact sheet will be prepared for distribution. We have 
experienced a tremendous growth in the past 10 years and 
projections for the future show more growth. Registered voters 
have gone from 1400 to 3600, the number of precincts from 1 to 
4, tax parcels have gone from 3,C00 to 5,500. A mid-decade cen- 
sus conducted by the Board increased our state revenue sharing 
over $43,000.00 per year. We are crowded in our office and we 
feel we need more space. 

Don Welser asked what is the amount spent to dete. The 
paper indicated a larger figure than that stated at the last meet- 
ing. Wieland answered $18,753.23, an additional expenditure 
was offered and approved at the last meeting after this same 
question was raised. No fixed costs could have been stated until 
bids were received, studied, and alternatives considered. 

9. No action was taken on the appointment of a member to 
the Grayling Recreation Authority at this time. 

10. The 1982 Report of Assessment Roll changes and clagsi- 
fication was reviewed. Fowler brietly reviewed the 1982 total 
values for each class of property with the 1981 total values, 1982 
has an increase of $5,751,700 in real property and $26,750. in 
personal property. A 1.0 factor will be retained on all classes of 
property, if the report is accepted by the county. 

11. The tentative 1982-83 Fiscal Year Budget report as 
distributed to Board Members was reviewed, Said reports must 
be submitted to the Allocation Board this month; however, 
hearings will be held on the budgets at the Annual Meeting 
scheduled for 6-26-82, This budget report is based on a 1.0 mill 
request and totals $313,790.00 for all three funds (General, 
Federal Revenue Sharing, and Liquor) which is slightly under 
the 1981-82 budget for all three funds which was adopted at 
$318,533.54. Motion by Gardiner, supported by Wieland, to ap- 
prove the tentative 1982-83 Fiscal Year Budget report based on 
1.0 mills as presented and submit same to the Allocation Board. 
Allayes. Motion carried. 

12. Will Rogers, representing Rockford Map Publishers, 
Inc., met to discuss revision or up-date of the Crawford County 
Plat Book. Sponsored by the Grayling Sportsman Club, this 
boak is up-dated every three years and has been very useful for 
all Boards, Commissions, and employees of the Township. The 
cost has risen from $75.00 to $100.00 per page. Motion by 
Hallett, supported by Gardiner, to continue support of the plat 
book and forward $500.00 to the publisher ($100.00 per page for 
each town and range in the township). Roll call: Bonkowski-aye, 
Gardiner-aye, Hallett-aye, Wieland-aye, Fowler-aye. Motion 
carried. 

13. Don Welser inquired if the Township would consider 
waiving the 3% penalty on delinquent taxes. Mr. Welser indi- 
cated several citizens will demand this waiver at the Annual 
Meeting. Tres. Gardiner explained this is waived for taxpayers 
who have filed an affidavit pending receipt of their homestead 
credit. She also explained she felt large companies & lending in- 
stitutions would take advantage of such a waiver & this would 
only delay local distribution of the tax collection. Very few tax- 
payers who cannot meet the Feb. 14th deadline pay prior to 
Mar. 1. The penalty brings in approximately $500.09 a year. 

14. Fowler informed citizens that the Michigan Townships 
Association, after studying many tax proposals, has announced 
support of the plan known as the Smith Plan. Representative 
Ostling had an article in the Avalanche last week supporting the 
same proposal, Local governmental units, schools, and citizens 
will have to work together to achieve tax reform. Basically this 
proposal would exempt school operating taxes on resident home- 
steads for persons 62 and over, exempt 75% of school operating 
Laxes on resident homesteads and resident farms (both would 
have a cap), guarantee local control by local school boards, 
exemption loss would be reimbursed, agriculture and forestry 
properties would be assessed on use, business and industry 
would be held harmless from any tax to replace these exemption 
losses & approve one percent increase in sales tax earmarked for 
local schools, A cost analysis indicates this proposal will cost 
$1.560 billion. The 1¢ sales tax will reduce this by $600 million as 
will the circuit breaker by $440 million, The $520 million shor- 
tfall could be made un by an 2 rerscnt iicicase un personal m- 
come tax or further reduction in services. If the proposal is going 
to be placed on the ballot in November, some 300,000 signatures 
are needed on a petition. 


Mr. Wieber asked how this proposal would affect ‘Township 
revenues, The exemption would only affect school operating 
levies on homestead residents. In Grayling Township only about 
43% of the taxpayers are residents. There would be no exem- 
ption for the 57% -non residents. This amendment would not 
dispose of the present circuit breaker. It would give residents a 
break on their homestead property taxes. Herluf Moshier asked 
if this money would be paid through General Fund. Administra- 
tion details have not been worked out. The amendment, if adop- 
ted, would be effective for 1983. Mr. Wieber indicated he felt this 
proposal sounds good and strongly recommends everyone sup- 
port it. Fowler indicated he would be working on a petition drive 
in this area through the Association, and would be looking for 
volunteers to assist in their own neighborhoods. Mr. Wieber in- 
dicated the Crawford County Taxpayers Association has not 
completed organization or elected officers at this time, but felt 
they would study the proposal and pursue support and assis- 
tance on it at that time. Other questions and comments were 
raised relative to administration of the proposal if adopted. 
Fowler will attempt to have Representative Roy Smith par- 
ticipate in a local talk show and meet with citizens to answer 
questions on the proposal. 

Fowler inquired if there were any objections to placing the 
petition in the office. After brief discussion on other tax relief 
proposals, it was the Board’s consensus that if anyone wished to 
obtain the Association sponsored proposal, petitions would be 
made available to them, but none would be displayed in the of- 
fice. 

15. Copies of several bills drafted for legislative considera- 
tion received include: abolishment of the presidential primary, 
amendments to acts relative to annexation, removal of inactive 
voters, removal of the prohibition of townships from using the 
Small Claims Court, countywide joint publication of elections, 
and use of free circulation shoppers as newspapers of general cir- 
culation, local control of state licensed residential care facilities, 
and amendments to the Drain Code requiring specific notifica- 
tions. 

16. Supervisor Fowler indicated he had received some 
inquiry relative to hauler bids for the compactor. Present Con- 
tractor has not increased rates since 1978 except for dumping 
fees which were increased in 1981 when the county landfill rates 
changed. Board felt the present contractor has provided ex- 
cellent service at reasonable rates, Motion by Gardiner, suppor- 
ted by Bonkowski, to retain Otsego Sanitation and not advertise 
for bids at this time. All ayes. 

17. A request for re-instatement as Electrical Inspector was 
received from George Stevens, provided arrangements for in- 
spections could be made during his medical absence. Motion by 
Gardiner, supported by Bonkowski, to rescind the action accep- 
ting said resignation taken at the Regular Meeting of 3-9-82 un- 
der iter 17, All ayes. 

18. The quarterly publication titled “Structurnews" from 
Weyerhaeuser Company was received. 

19. The Planning Commission report indicated a revised fee 
schedule will be offered on various applications provided in the 
zoning ordinance for consideration prior to the next fiscal year. 

20. A resolution adopted by the Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners at their Regular Meeting of 3-25-82 requesting a 
freeze on all assessments for the ad valorem taxation of property 
until conformance with the requirements of the Constitution, 
1963, is assured through legislative action; a review and evalua- 
tion of current laws, rules, regulations, published guidelines and 
legal opinions regarding ad valorem taxation with corrective ac- 
tion; and annual public disclosure of the true and full impact of 
increased property values upon state budget considerations of 
funds to units of local government was received and reviewed. 
Motion by Bonkowski, supported by Hallett, the Township 
adopt a like resolution and submit copies to the Michigan Town- 
ships Association, Representative, and Senators. All ayes. (copy 
on file in the township office) 

21. Herluf Moshier inquired about the status of the petitions 
fited last July 17, 1981, requesting a referendum on Zoning Or- 
dinance 81-2 that was tabled at the last regular meeting. This 
question has been reviewed through legal counsel and an opinion 
submitted indicating the petition was not timely filed. Motion by 
Gardiner, supported by Bonkowski, to accept legal counsel's 
opinion and not put the issue on a ballot. Roll Call: Bonkowski- 
aye, Gardiner-aye, Hallett-aye, Wieland-aye, Fowler-aye. Motion 
carried. 

22. Richard Wieber informed the Board that a petition is

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Winter Highway 
Bill Climbs 
25 Percent 


The cost of snow and ice 
control on the state highway 
system jumped more than 25 
percent this winter, the 
Michigan Dept. of Trans- 
portation (MDOT) _ said 
today.- 

“This has been a tough 
winter, especially in com- 
parison with the mild winter 
of 1980-81,’’ said Donald Or- 
ne, the department's chief 
maintenance engineer. 

“Inflation also helped to 
push up the costs,”’ he said. 

The winter maintenance 
bill on the 9,450-mile state 
highway system (all the In- 
terstate and US- and M- 
numbered highways) totaled 
about $38 million on April 11. 
That is $7.86 million higher 
than the $30.14 million spent 
in the previous winter for 
snow plowing and spreading 
salt and deicing chemicals 
on the highways.” 

“The final cost will be 
somewhat higher,” Orne 
said, “There still is the 
possibility of snow and ice, 
especially in northern areas 
of the state. Also, we haven’t 
received our final billings 
from the county road com- 
missions which maintain 
state highways in their 
respective areas under con- 
tract with the department.” 

The transportation depart- 
ment has reduced the level 
of winter maintenance in 
recent years in an effort to 
hold down spending.
